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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1,9,1 1- 
13,15,16,37,41-43,46,80-87 are pending and are allowed. 

Brittain et al CA 130:352546 teach compounds similar to those claimed. See abstract RN 
225101-10-0. Note the NH is substituted by phenyl-(0>-CH2-C(0)- . In the present case the NH 
is substituted by a phenyl-Y-Ar where Y is oxygen or sulfur and Ar is phenyl or pyridinyl. 

The prior art neither teaches nor suggests the claimed compounds. In the absence of any 
evidence or apparent reason why the claimed compounds do no possess the disclosed utility, the 
allegation of utility in the specification must be accepted as correct. In re Kamal et al, 158 
USPQ 320; Ex parte Krenzer, 199 USPQ 227. See Thaimattam, R et al, 3D-QSAR CoMFA, 
CoMSIA studies on substituted ureas as Raf-1 kinase inhibitors and its confirmation with 
structure based studies, Bioorganic & Medicinal Chemistry 12 (2004) 6415-6425.
